His “ B orneo” 
earnings h a d vanished. 
H e w as 
tak en to the county poor house. 
T h ere “ Ves” 
died, 
estranged 
from wife an d five children. 
In 1875 “Y es" H e n d ersh o t was 
the beau of Plattevllle. 
H e was 
a “ dude,” old residents said, an l 
the m ost so u g h t a fte r youth in j 
town. 
H e h a d 
m oney, he 
was 
handsom e. 
B ut to 
“Ves” 
the 
plaudit* of PlatteyiUle w ere 
not 
j 
enough. H e let his waxy flaxen i 
h a ir grow until 
it reached 
hi* 
waist. 
H e studied rolling his eyes 
and glaring. 
O ne day R ingling’s circus came

to town.
